Sugarcane  for  Su^ar :  - 

The  estimates  of  acreage,  yield  per  acre,  production  of  sugarcane  for  sugar 
and  acreage  of  sugarcane  for  seed  are  estimates  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 
,  These  are  hased  to  a  considera-hle  extent  upon  returns  from  cane  growers  and  proc- 
essors.    The  questionnaires  sent  to  cane  growers  req_uested  informa.tion  concerning 
the  grower's  operations  as  vrell  as  estimates  for  his  locality.     The  questionnaires 
to  processors  related  to  acreage  planted,  acres  harvested,  yield  per  acre,  and 
^  tons  of  cane-  used  for  sugar  on  farms  producing  for  each  factory.     Sugarcane  acre- 
5/  age,  yield,  and  production  data  from  the  U.  S,  Census  were  useful  in  preparing 
^  the  estimates^,  and  in  recent  years'- statistics  compiled  "by  the  Agricultural  Adjust- 
c-i  ment  Administration  have  "been  availahle  and  he.ye  been  given  consideration,  es- 
2  .  pecially  in  determining  acres  of '  cane  harvested  for  sugar.

The  production  of  sugarcane  for  sugar  in  significant  quantities  in  Florida 
is  a  comparatively''  recent  development  and  estimates  are  available  only  from  1928, 
In  Texas  the  production  of  cane  for  sugar  was  discontinued  about  1923  and  no  esti- 
04    mates  have  "been  made  for  that  State  since  the,- 1923  season.     The  series  is  complete 
for  Louisiana  for  the  period  1909-1938 ,.  inclusive. 

Price  uer  Ton*     This  is  the  season  average  price  received  "by  growers  for 
cane  at  their  farms.     It  does  not  include  cost,  of  hauling  cane  to  factory  or  other 
handling  or  administrative  costs.     Cane  produced  on  farms  operated  "by  sugar  fac- 
tories is  valued  at  the  price  paid  to  independent  growers,  not  at  the  ''cost  of 
administration  cane"  which  is  frequently  used  by  the  factories  in  segregating 
grown  and  processing  charges. 

■Value  of  Cane  for  Sugar;     This  value  is  determined  ""oy  m-ultiplying  the  sea- 
son average  price. per  ton  oy  the  tons  of  cane  used  for  sugar  plus  the  tons  of  cane 
used  for  seed»     The  values  sho-.-Ti  are  for  tiie  m.arketing  season  or  crop  year  and 
should  not  be  confused  v/ith  calendar-year  incom.e.     The  crop  m.arketing  season  is 
October  1  to  January  31  in  Louisiana  and  November  1  to  April  30  in  Florida, 

Production  of  Sugar'.     The  estimates  of  suga.r  production  are  included  even 
though  sugar  as  such  is  not  strictly  speaking  a  farm  product*     Tliese  represent 
for  m.ost  years  complete  ret'orns  from,  factories  m.anuf acturing  sugar.

Converted  to  96°  Raw  Basis':     The  -standard  unit  of  measnrement  or  designa- 
tion of  q^aality  of  rav/  sugar  is- that  which  tests  95^^  "by  the  polariscope.     Thus  a 
pound  of  refined  sugar  testing  99, 8^  is  the  equivalent  of  1»07  pounds  of  sugar 
raw  basis,  i«e»,  sugar  testing  96°  by  the  polariscope. 

Raw  Sugar  Made  per  Ton  of  Cane?  This  is  the  number  of  pounds  of  sugar  raw 
value  made  per  ton  of  cane  and  is  determined  by  converting  the  tons  of  sugar  pro- 
duced to  pounds  and  dividing  by  the  tons  of  cane  used  for  sugar  making. 

Acreage  for  Seed:     This  refers  to  the  acreage  of  the  current  year's  crop 
of  cane  that  v/ill  be  used  for  seed,   that  is,  planted  to  produce  sugarcane  (for  all 
purposes)  in  the  siicceeding  year  (or  years). 

Molasses:     Louisiana  produces  both  Blackstrap  and  edible  grade  molasses, 
but  in  Florida,  as  in  Texas  i^ihen  that  State  produced  sugarcane  for  sugar,  only 
Blackstrap  is  produced,  .  • 

Sugarcane  for  Sirup 

-  •      .  The  estimates  of  acreage,  yield,  and  production  of  sugarcane  for  sirup  are 
estimates- of  the  Crop  Reporting.  Board,     Includ,f3d  are  estimates  for  the  period 
1909-1939  published  here  for  the  first  time..    Census  data,  A. A. A.  material,  and 
records  of  individual  concerns  and  associations  were  helpful  especially  in  arriv- 
ing at  the  figD-res  for  the  earlier  years.     The  estimates  of  sirup  used  in  house- 
hold of  gro\T/'ers,  given  as  toll  and  sold,  were  based  on  returns  from  growers  in 
recent  years, 

•  Used  in  Parm  Household;     The  estimates  relate  to  the.  quantity  consumed  on 

farmiS  producing  sugarcane  for  sirup, 

G-iven  as  Toll:     The  estimates  rela.te  to  the  o^uantity  of  sirup  given  by  the 
grower  to  the  operator  of  the  sirup  mill  in  payment  for  grinding  his  cane*  As 
this  is  equivalent  to  selling  the  sirup  and  making  a  cash  payment  to  the  sirup 
mill  operator  the  quantity  given  as  toll  is  combined  vdth  the  number  of  gallons 
actually  sold  to  ea-rive  at  value  of  sales,  that"  is  "value  of  quantities  given  as 
toll  and  sold, "  •  . 


Price  Received  by  Farmers:     For  all  States  except  Louisiana  the  December  1 
price  received  by  farmers  is  used  to  evalua.te  sales  and  production;  for  Louisiana 
the  season  average  price  was  used,  including  the  price  received  by  sirup  mills 
for  bulk  sirup.     The  price  received  by  farmers  relates  largely  to  sirup  in  cans 
(usually  one  gallon).
